Report of School Board, 1904-1905. 


The annual meeting of Newfields School District was held in the 
Town Hall on Saturday evening, March 12, 1904. 

The meeting was called to order at seven o’clock by H. Jenness 
Paul, Moderator. Officers for the ensuing year were chosen and 
qualified as follows: H. Jenness Paul, Moderator; Lewis €. Hall, 
Clerk; Mrs. Clara E. Paul, Treasurer; Christopher A. Pollard, 
Auditor; Joseph F. Haley, member of the School Board for the 
next three years. The annual report of the School Board was 
accepted and adopted. 

The School Board met and organized March 16. The Select- 
men were authorized to enumerate the school children. The fol- 
lowing named teachers were re-engaged: For the Grammar 
School, Miss Isophene K. Dow; Sub-Grammar, Miss Harriet E. 
Sanborn; Primary, Miss Sarah A. Jones; Piscassic, Miss Lillia M. 
Hurd. 

The spring term of each school began April 4, and closed June 
24; 12 weeks. Fall term began September 6, closed December 
16, 15 weeks. Winter term began January 2, 1905, closed Jan- 
uary 27; 4 weeks. Total for the year, 31 weeks in each school. 

The several teachers have rendered faithful and efficient service. 
The pupils, with few exceptions, have made commendable pro- 
gress. Algebra has been introduced in the Grammar School and 
an advanced class of pupils not regularly enrolled has received 
valued instruction.
